Although 
they kept him at the starting post half an hour he 
would not break.

The fact of the matter is that Koamcr had had 
too much of it in training and races this year 
and has become crafty in his old age, as race horses 
are likely to do. He is sound in every resjiect, 
one of the best of eaters and not at all nervous in 
his habits. 

Koatuer is not likely to race again. Such an 
aversion as lie has against racing is likely to be 
confirmed instead of lessened.

Maryland Jockey Club's Program at Pimlico Pro- | 
vides Handsomely for Jumping Division. 

Baltimore, MJ.. Octnlier 2.7. — The Maryland 
Jockey Club will stage at picturesque Pimlico track. 
November 1 to November 13, inclusive, a revival of 
steeplechusing such as lias not been witnessed all 
year. There will be one or more steeplechases de- 
cided every day, none that will pay less than $1,000 
in added money, in the course of the eleven days' 
meeting and tin* outstanding stake features will be 
the second renewal of the Manly Memorial as a 
$102*00 'chase: the second renewal of the Elkridge. 
a special at two miles, exclusively for tlire*--. year- 
olds. as a $3.(810 race, and the running of the sec- 
ond part of tlie I'nited Hunts Double Event Steeple- 
chase. which, because of the discontinuance of cross 
country racing at the Belmont Park Terminal this 
fall, lias been transferred to Pimlico. 

Tile purse of the I'nited Hunts Double Event, n 
ripe of tlie sportsmanlike character of the famous 
Saratoga Special, will lie subscribed by tlie par 
tieipating nominators, each of whom puts up $.7tst 
for tlie privilege of naming two horses, one of 
which may start. 

Tlie first part of tlie I'nited Hunts Double Event 
for tlie current year, an event of two miles, was 
decided at tlie Belmont Park Terminal in May. and 
Won by W. A. Prime’s Belle of Bryn Mawr. The 
black daughter of i*rt Wells earned $3,500 and a 
gold cup by this victory. Tlie second part of the 
Double Event will lie at three miles, and tlie Mary- 
hind Jockey (’lull will present tlie winning owner 
with a gold cup of tlie value of $.700. 

Because of tlie preoccupation in war work of so 
many of the amateur sitortsmeii of the east the 
amateur and limit meetings generally held at Piping 
Hock, tin* Belmont Park Terminal. Hose Tree. Long 
Branch and at tlie estates of Joseph E. Widener. 
Col. E. B. Cassatt, and other sisirtsmeu have been 
abandoned, and nil tlie cross country horses of the 
strong eastern stables that amount to anything 
are assembled in Maryland, at Laurel Park and 
Pimlico. 

CHEVY CHASE TO BE RENEWED. 

Tlie extent to which tlie Maryland State Fair 
Corporation will lie able to provide employment for 
the jumpers ut Laurel Park is problematical. The 
interruption of tlie Laurel Park meeting liy tlie in- 
fluenza epidemic lias deranged Col. Matt Winn’s 
program lamentably. However, it is u pretty sure 
thing that the Chevy Chase will lie renewed, and 
there is a possibility that the Hoyal Blue also may 
be run. The Hoyal Blue should have been run last 
week. Colonel Winn will do the lies! lie can for 
tlie steeplechasers.

SUMMARY OF GAME LAWS ISSUED 



Washington, D. C., October 25. — Tlie nineteentli 
annual summary of Federal game laws and regula- 
tions has been issued by the Biological Survey of 
the I'nited States Department of Agriculture. The 
objects of the publication are to present the provi- 
sions in convenient form for sportsmen and others 
and to show the general condition and trend of 
game legislation from year to year. 

The provisions relating to seasons, licenses, limits, 
possessions, sale and export and a few miscella- 
neous matters have been compiled and grouped 
under state and other governments, alphabetically 
arranged, thereby enabling interested persons to 
obtain conveniently a brief synopsis of tlie laws 
1 of particular sections. 



REJUVENATION OF KOH-I-NOOR 

Good Care Responsible for Improvement in the 
Flying Filly. 

After last Tuesday’s race at Empire City, in 
which Koh-i-Noor walked away from Manister Toi 
and African Arrow to win at a mile and seventy 
yards in 1:43%. the mile in 1:39%. gissl judges 
declared that the black four- year-old daughter of 
Dr. I.eggo and Priceless Jewel was as fast as any 
horse in eastern training. Trainer Frank Herald 
lias done wonders with her. Early in the year 
Koh-i-Noor seemed to he a confirmed bleeder. She 
was nursed and humored (luring the hot summer 
months, with the result she returned to the track 
this fall stronger and faster than ever. Since her 
return she has competed in a dozen races without 
bleeding. So unsound was she in the spring that 
her owner sold her fur $1.30(1. but when the buyer 
learned that she hied he sent her hack to Mr. Ar- 
lington and demanded the return of his money. 

This season Koh-i-Noor lias started twenty-nine 
times and won niii" races for $8,289. She lias been 
second five times, third three times and unplaced 
twelve times. She has won six of her last seven 
races up to Tuesday. October 22. and all her nine 
wins have been since June 7 last. Last year Koh- 
i-Noor did not win one of tier seven races and her 
four thirds earned her hut $29.7. Sin- was more 
than a fair two-year-old in 191(1 and won three 
races in twelve starts for tlie late Schuyler L. 
Parsons, among tin m the $2.72(1 Maryland Handi- 
cap at Pimlico and the Fashion Stakes at Belmont 
Park, worth $2.80(1. She also raced in the Parsons 
colors in 191l’>. 

Mr. Adolpli B. Spreckels bred Koh-i-Noor at his 
Napa Farm in California. Mr. Parsons paid Ssoo 
for her at auction as a yearling. After Mr. Par- 
sons’ dentil Edward Arlington paid $2. sou for Koh- 
i-Noor.

Baltimore, Mil., October 25.— To the great delight 
of all concerned the interdict on assemblages to 
view open air sports was removed bv the Maryland 
health authorities today. Something of the kind 

was hoped for in view of the well understood 
abatement locally of tie- prevailing epidemic, blit 
there was no great confidence that relief was to 
conic before next week. Fortunately the loturcl 
* ffieials were notified in time for them to arrange 
a star program for the racing of tomorrow, fiv 
stake races featuring tlie program of eight dashes. 

During the two weeks intermission forced by the 
scourge of Spanish influenza trainers have done 
their best, to keep their horses on the sharp edge 
>f training condition, hut that is a difficult thing 
to do. and quite probably t here will be some dis- 
concerting variations from the strict lines of 
public form until the horses get into the racing habit 
again. 

The stake races of the day are th • Chevy Chase 
Steeplechase at about two and a hnjf miles; Blue 
and Grey Highwciglit Handicap at three-quarters 
of a mile: Dixie Handicap at a mile and a quarter; 
Ellieott City Handicap at a mile and an eighth, and 
the Canvas Back Selling Stakes at a mile and a 
sixteenth, certainly a wonderful program, which is 
sure to bring out a huge attendance. Aside from 
the stake races the purse races appear like stake 
races in the quality of their entries, especially 
the third race, in which such crack two-year-olds 
ns Pen Hose. Milkmaid. He Frank, Kentledge. 
Haydite and lesser lights are carded to measure 
strnfes at a mile. 

It is understood that in the course of five days 
of the Laurel meeting remaining it is the pur- 
l***se of the management to bring forward and run 
all of the stake races originally assigned to the 
days which have lieen lost through the cessation 
of the si*ort at Laurel. Such praiseworthy liberality 
will Is- vastly Itcnefipiul to the owners who have 
chafed over the long ]H*riod of idleness and by the 
racing public. To the latter each day’s program 
Will be studded with racing magnets hardly to he 
resisted. 

The measure of improvement in health conditions 
is such t lint it is believed the Maryland fall racing 
campaign will continue to tlie appointed close at 
Bowie without any further interruption. This means 
a brilliant, finale at Laurel, groat racing at Piml'co 
with many of the best horses now in action at Em- 
pire City participating ami a closing two weeks at 
Bowie in which the selling platers will reign 
supreme.

NO CHANGE IN LATONIA SITUATION 



Manager Hachmeister Unable to Gain Any Assur- 
ance When Restrictions Will Be Modified.

Mr. Hachmeister. while unable to gain any assur- 
ance (111 the |Kiint. is quite hopeful tiiat the re- 
strictions will he modified in me near future and 
that it will he possible to proceed with the racing 
ut Latonia. 

Meanwhile the horses anti others who have 
gathered here in anticipation of the opening of tin- 
race meeting are pursuing a policy of watchful 
waiting, and the seven hundred horses in training 
at Latonia are being kept on edge ready to take part 
in the racing at short notice. 

Today hut little work was indulged in at the 
track on account of the muddy going, coupled with 
the uncertainty that exists over the o|s'iiiiig date. 

A. C. Poretto has wired from New York that 
lie will ship his stable here at the conclusion of 
the Empire City meeting, bringing with him jockey 
Lyke. 

As soon as it is possible to set a definite date 
for (lie opening it is likely that there will lie 
a considerable movement of stables here from the 
east to reinforce the large number already here.

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IGNOMINIOUS END OF A GREAT RACER 

One of America’s Turf Stars of a Decade Ago Fin- 
ishes His Days Pulling a Cab. 

Banquet. by Rayon d’Or — Ella T.. one of the 
best American race horses of twenty-five years ago, 
second in the Suburban and winner in a iong list 
of successful races, of the Expectation Stakes, 
Stockton. Stevens and Speculation Stakes. Mon- 
mouth. Country Club. Fort Schuyler, Hudson River. 
Knickerbocker. Nnvesink, New York and Manhattan 
Handicaps, came to an ignominious end pulling si 
liansom cab in the streets of London. Bred by 
Hon. W. L. Scott of Erie, Pa., he raced for hint as 
a two-year-old and three-year-old and then was 
sold to Dwyer Bros. It was when a three-year-old 
that he made the record over a straight course of 
a mile and a quarter in 2:03%. then thought im- 
possible time over any description of track. This 
was when he defeated Tournament and Sir John 
in the Stockton Stakes at Monmouth Park July 
17. 1890. 

l.ike many of the Rayon d’Ors, Banquet was a 
hardy and enduring campaigner and was seven 
years old when, with 119 pounds up, he ran 
second to Kamapo in the Suburban of 189-4 in 2:0*>V:.. 
it ls*ing the fastest run Suburban to that date. lie 
was good enough that y err to win the First 
S|H'cia! Hudson River. Woodlands and Yonkers 
Handicaps and six more races, besides finishing 
second eight, times and third twice out of twenty- 
three races, a remarkable record for a horse of 
his age.

Two 
races later at Gatwlck Banquet was claimed from 
Archer by Captain J. E. Atkin for $3,500. After 
that year Banquet did not win a race and after 
passing through several ownerships drifted out 
of sight to an ignominious vocation. His long and 
eventful career produced this record:

It lias earned its 
keep in dollars and cents a hundred times over. 
And yet. ungrateful persons and foolish doctrinari- 
ans would like to destroy the dog on the pretext 
of reviving the sheep industry when it is well 
known that the sheen industry in the United States 
was destroyed because of international competition, 
by the cheap wool of Australia, where labor was 
liefore the war $6 a month and land is worth $5 
an acre, and Americans have better (laying crops at 
home. oil. the folly of it! The stupidity of it! 
The heartlessness and insincerity of it! These silly 
lieople will not win in this bloody crusade. The 
heart and morality of tlip world is too big to sanc- 
tion a wholesale butchery of this kind, which is 
opiMised by truth, common sense and loyalty. — W.

CHEMICAL STRUCTURE OF A MAN 

A man weighing 156 pounds approximately con- 
tains 3.500 cubic feet of gas, oxygen, hydrogen and 
nitrogen, in his constitution, which at 80 cents per 
thousand cubic feet would be worth $2.80 for il- 
luminating puri loses. He also contains all the 
necessary fats to make a fifteen -pound candle, and 
thus, with his 3.560 cubic feet of gases, he iiossesses 
great illuminating isissihilities. His sytem contains 
twenty -two pounds and ten ounces of carbon, or 
enough to make 786 dozen or 9.366 lead pencils. 
There are about fifty grains of iron in his blood, 
and tin* rest of tin* body would supply enough to 
make one spike large enough to hold his weight. 
A healthy man contains fifty-four ounces of phos- 
phorus. This deadly poison would make 866.666 
matches, or enough of poison to kill 560 persons. 
This, with twenty pounds of lime, makes the stiff 
Imiiics and brains. No difference how sour a man 
looks, he contains almut sixty lumps of sugar of 
the ordinary cubical dimensions, and to make the 
seasoning complete must la* added twenty s|mon- 
fuls of salt. If a man were distilled into water 
lie would make alsiut thirty-eight quarts, or more 
than half his weight, lie also contains a great deal 
of starch, chloride of potash, magnesium, sulphur 
and hydrochloric acid iu his system. — Exchange.
